He frequently criticizes the State Department and 
United States Government concerning both domestic and foreign policy 
in this regard* He continuously emphasizes the alleged lack of racial 
discrimination in Euitpaan and Asian countries as contrasted to the 
United States. 

At one point Robeson expresses his conviction in scientific
